We copy, from one of our late Exoriss 
papers, the annexed -xtract from the Se- 
coxp Rerorr of the Select Committee on 
the state of L[RELAND:—«It appears in evi- 
dence that there are of reclaimable bog in 
Ireland two millions of Irish acres, of a 
soil suited to the production of grain: that 
the measures suggested by the scientific 
persons employed under the bog commis- 
sioners, much facilitate the application of 
private speculation to such iunprovements; 
and that in order to give efficacy to those 
suggestions, a general inclosure and drainage 
act, on the principal of that for England, 
would be highly important. The improve- 
ment of the bogs of Ireland, and the facili- 
ty of transport by canals through such level 
lines, would ensure to England supplies of 
grain at moderate prices, which might ren- 
der it wholly independent of foreign coun- 
tries for the food of its manufacturing popu- 
lation. ‘The mountain districts in Ireland, 
at present comptratively unproductive, con- 
sist of about one and a half millions of 
Irish acres, of which it appears that about 
one half is suitable for agriculture, the re- 
mainder for much improved pasturage, for 
rearing or dairy purposes; and the entire 
eminently suitable for planting. Your com- 
mittee cannot too strongly impress on the 
House the importance of the Irish fishery. 
It appears from the whole current of evi- 
dence, not only that the western, northern, 
and southern coasts of Ireland afford every 
advantage for a bay or coast fishery, but 
that they are eminently suited for a deep sea 
cod fishery of great iinportance, calculated 
to afford permanent employment, indepen- 
dent of that for the production of oil from 
the whale and basking shark, which abound 
in the contiguous soas. In the case of 
Scotland, 1802-3, the treasury adopted the 
principal of applying the public money for 
the great ultimate public object of encour- 
aging the fisheries: and with that view they 
ordered surveys to be made by skilful engi- 
necra, and approved a scheme for opening 
the Highlands on a prospective estimate of 
150,000/. to be inet by an equal levy on the 
districts to be thereby improved; of the sig- 
nal success of that scheme your committee 
have the most satisfactory evidence. On 
every ground of policy as well as of justice, 
your committee earnestly recommend the 
application of the precedent of Scotlind to 
the Highland districts of Ireland. It ia ao 
small recommendation of a similar experi- 
ment in Ireland, that the amount of money 
requisite for its completion is so smal! as rot 
to present any obstacle, even in the present 
dificult situation ofthe finances of the state; 
and that ite application would moreover be 
justified and facilitated by the power pos- 
seased by the grand jury system of Ireland, 
of taxing the land to be improved in an 
amount equal to any public grant, by which 
much of the difficuties encountered in the 
Scots system would be avoided.”

masterless men and cut-purses, whose practice 
it was te rob gentleman's chambers, and artiéi- 
cers’ shops, in and about London; and seven 
houses of entertainment for such in London; siz 
more in Westminster, three more ia the suburbs, 
and two in Southwark. Amongst the rest they 
found out one Wootton, a gentleman bora, and 
sometime a merchant of good credit; but, falling 
by tome into decay, thie man kept an slehouse 
near Smart's Key, by Billingsgate; and, alter 
some misdemeanour, put down. He reared up 
a new trade of life; and in the same house he 
procured all the cut-purses about the city to re- 
pair to his house.

COURT OF QUARTER SESSIONS. 
Comm-awealth vs. Sprogle UO’ Dare. 

The trial of this case commenced on Wednes- 
day morning, before Judge,King. The indictment 
charged the defendant with the crime of forgery, 
gad the evidence presented on both sides detail- 
ed 90 singular a state of circumstances as to give 
tothe trial an interest in addition to that which 

naterelly attached to it from thé respectability 
both of pr and defendant. It appeared 
ja evidence that the prosecutor, Thoms Gray, 
had for some time been upon terms of intimacy 
with the defendant, and that he had been in the 
habit of indorsing notes for him. That some 
time during the last fall, the defendant hed per- 
mitted a note, so indorsed by Gray, to be protest- 
ed, and that in consequence thereof there was a 
quarrel between them, and Gray took an oath 
never again to ** put his hand to paper for any 
man.” The defendant, some time in the begin- 
aing of the year, drew a promissory note, upon 
the beck of which, Colcher, one of his apprenti- 
ces, by his direction, wrote the name of Thomas 
Gray. The note was discounted, and when at 
maturity, was taken up by the defendant. Some 
time after another note was drawn and indorsed 
ia the same mannery and also discounted; but 
when due the defendant was unable to take it 
up, and it was then discovered by those interest- 
ed that the indorsement was not the signature of 
Thomas Gray. Thus far there was no dispute 
as to facts; but in justification of the course pur- 
ued by him, the defendant produced a witness 
by the name of Sharp, who resides in Gettys- 
burg, Pa., and who testified as follows:—That 
a certain occasion after Gray had taken 
the oath above alluded to, and before the date 
of the notes in question, he was presert at an 
interview between Gray and defendant, when 
the defendant urged Gray to lend him his in- 
doreement onée more. That Gray refused to do 
a0, but expressly assented to the plan suggested 
by the defendant, that his name should be writ- 
ten upon the note by one of de t’s appren- 
— — 

The witness was positive as to the fact of the 

authority thus given to the defendant. Un the 
other hand Gray peremptorily denied that such 
an interview had ever taken place, or that he 
tad ever given any such authority to the de- 
fendant, or that he knew of his name being on 
the note until called upon as Indorser to pay it. 
That when he called upon the defendant for an 
axplanation, defendant seeing that he was very 
«auch agitated, exclaimed ‘‘My G—d man, don't 
be frightened, you did’nt write your name, you 
can't be liable.” It was proved that Gray had 
been arrested upon the note at the suit of the 
holder thereof, and for want of bail was thrawn 
into jail.—That the defendant afterwards pro- 
cured bail for him, and subsequently paid the 
money, and the suit was discontinued.—The at- 
tempt was made by the defendant's counsel to 
impeach Gray’s character for truth. On the 
ether hand the counsel for the prosecution fully 
protected him by the testimony of respectable 
witnesses, who from their acquaintance with him 
were competent to speak as to his character. 
After two days spent in listening to the evi- 
dence, the remarks of counsel, and the charge 
of his Honour, the Judge, the Jury this morning 
brought in a sealed verdict of Not Guil:y, and 
that the defendant should pay the costs. Coun- 
sel for the prosecution, Hirst and D. P. Brown;

Common Puzas.—An action for the reco- 
very of $180, was tried in the Court of Cummon 
Pleas, on Saturday last, in which Samuel Gou- 
yerneur and others were plaintiffs, and James 
Roberts defendant. In 1826, Roberts, while 
performing in the Chatham Theatre, accepted 
an engagement for two seasons, of 45 weeks 
each, from the Managers of the Bowery, at a 
salary of $40 per week. By entering into this 
engagement, $1000 became forfeited to the pro- 
prietors of the Chatham, according to the terms 
of Mr. R.’s agreement with them. The sum 
was advanced by the lessees of the ety The- 
atre, to be repaid by a reduction of ten dollars 
per week fr: the sefary of Mr. Roberts. At 
the time of the destruction of the Bowery The- 
atre, by fire, but 87 weeks had elapsed, and 
there was consequently a balance of $130 still 
unreturned, for the recovery of which the suit 
was instituted. The defence set up by the de- 
fendant seems to have been, that his indebted- 
ness to the Bowery Theatre was to be liquidated 
out of his salary that establishment; that 
after it was rebuilt he made an offer to complete 
his engagement, which was declined; and that 
the deticiency was therefore not chargeable to 
him. In answer to this, it was shown that had 
the whole time stipulated in the engagement 
been completed, there would still have remained 
a balance of $100. The jury returned a verdict 
for this sum in favor of the plaintifis.
